Washington, April 30R—(AP) — 


The government turned more heat 
or. the black market today with 
the double aim A improving the 
domestic food situation and halt- 
ing the diversion of famine relief 
supplies for overseas. 


The justice department announc- 


ed the start of a "vigorous crack- 
down" on income tax evaders sus- 
pected to reaping huge black mar- 
ket profits. 


"We're going after 
these fel- 


lows", Attorney 
General 
Tom 


Clark announced, promising that 
the drive "will be strengthened 
and» accelerated". 


OPA also disclosed a stepped-up 


enforcement campaign, aimed pri- 
marily at the black market in 
meat, which Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Anderson said is thwart'ng 
the nation's efforts to meet relief 
export goals in lard and meat. 


Administrator Paul Porter said 


that OPA soon will have 850 en- 
forcement agents working against 
the meat black markets, as com- 
pared with about 650 at present 
and some 400 ninety days ago 
Porter was hopeful of a "marked 
change" in the situation within 
the next two months. 


Day's Developments 


The broad food picture 
was 


marked by these developments: 


1. The agriculture department 


reported that it will take five 
years to restore European food 
production to pre-war levels. 


2. Another agriculture report 


placed the nation's April corn sup- 
ply stocks 19 per cent under last 
year's fibres.

that food shortages here may con- 
tinue into 1948 and asserted in a 
speech yesterday that further food 
sacrifices will be sought from the 
people.

month"to their highest mark since 
July, 1920. The lift came from ma- 
jor" advances in prices for meat 
animals, fruits and cotton.

The $25,000 damage suit brought 


by Mrs. Lulu M. and Clarence E.

Secretary of War Patterson was 


told the Army has overstocked 
food, wasted -it and cooked and 
served it in a manner "definitely 
below the accepted practices of 
commercial 
hotels 
and restau- 


rants". 


The finding? were made by 3 


special 
nine-man 
committee of 


civilian food experts assigned by 
Patterson to survey Army food 
management and proposed conser- 
vation methods. 


The report card wasn't all bad 


marks, however. The experts found 
GI bakeries superior in operation. 
They also commended the "good 
quality" of provisions purchased 
for Army use at "the greatest 
economy". And they found stor- 
age facilities generally adequate 
and well located. 


The committee, headed by John 


L. Hennessy. an executive of the 
Statler Hotel chain, was appointed 
shortly after V-J Day. Its survey 
covered the period from Sept. 4 to 
Oct. 29. 1945. In the course of its 
investigation, it visited some 42 
Army posts in the United States. 


In -eleasing the report, the war 


department said last night that 
steps already had been taken to 
correct, some of Ihe conditions crit- 
icised by the experts, especially 
food spoilage 
and overstocking. 


The department noted that the lat- 
ter conditions had developed dur- 
ing the demobilization period. 


To improve Army food manage- 


ment and handling, the committee 
recommended that pay rates and 
working condition be made more 
attractive "to compensate for the 
hard work and long hours." It 
specifically proposed an extra dol- 
lar a day for KP duty. 


Los Angeles, April 30—(AP) —

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Baby Pig Losses 


Often Higher for 


Spring Than Fall 


Study Shows 30 Percent 


Die Before Time to 


Wean Each Year 


With the spring farrowing sea- 


son well under way, baby pig: los- 
ses are again of vital concern to 
sw ne breeders. Studies of swine 
inortahty have shown that ap- 
prox'niately 30 per cent of the pigs 
farrowed each year usually die 
before weaning time. 


Observations made by veterin- 


anans at the University of Illinois 
College of Veterinary Medicine 
show that losses of newly born 
pips often are higher in spring: Ut- 
ters than in those farrowed in the 
fall 


Not all of the causes of pig mor- 


tality are known, but enough in- 
formation is available to show that 
if certain precautions are taken, 
heavy losses can often be greatly 
reduced. Among the precautions 
which almost any <=wme producer 
can take are to (1) to feed a bal- 
anced ration to the sows during 
pregnancy ari*d after farrowing, 
(2) provide 
some type 
of pig 


broooer which will protect the 
newborn pigs against chilling (this 
is important^ and 
i 3 > equip the 


farrowing pens with guard rails 
to reduce the hazard of sows' 
stepping or lying on their pigs. 


Smrp 
nutritional 
deficiencies, 


such as lack of suffiecent iodine 
End vitamins A and B2 complex, 
as well as infectious abortion 
(brucellosis), are apparently the 
cause ,-of heavy losses of baby pigs 
on some farms, careful attention 
must be given to the kind and 
quality as well as to the quantity 
of feed given to brood sows. High- 
quality sun-cured alfalfa hay fed 
in racks, or preferably ground and 
mixed with concentrates, is an ex- 
cellent source of the B2 vitamins 
and alsc prox-ides vitamin D and 
carotene, the substance which is 
changed to vitamin A in the body. 
Rations recommended for brood 


sows often contain approximately 
10 per cent of ground alfalfa. 


To guard against iodine defic- 


iency in newly born pigs, small 
amounts of potassium iodide may 
be fed to sows during the last 
three months of pregnancy. A dose 
of two level teaspoons of potas- 
saum iodide (approximately 
10 


grams) dissolved in water and 
then thoroughly mixed with the 
gram or merely added to the 
drinking water once a week is 
sufficient for 50 sows. One-fifth 
teaspoon (one gram) weekly is 
sufficient for five sows. 


Commercial feeds usually con- 


tain potassium iodide, which is 
added at tht- time the feed is mix- 
ed. Feeding iodized salt to sows 
during the last three months ot 
gestation is another method of 
combating iodine deficiency. Salt 
which has been exposed to sun- 
shine and rain, or which has been 
stored for a long time, may lose 
its iodine content and should there 
fore be protected against the ele- 
ments.

I talked with a hatcheryman 


in southeastern Iowa just after 
the government corn price was 
announced. "What effect is that 
going to have in your territory?" 
I asked him. 


"It's not going to take mucn 


of our corn because there's not 
much of it that will grade. But 
it's all right for chickens." 


"How are chickens going out in 


your territory?" 


"Twenty per cent of our cus- 


tomers have raised a second bunch 
these last few years. They have 
not got them this year. The way 
it looks now this is going to be a 
shorter hatching season than we 
had in the drought year of '36." 


A short spring hatching season 


ha.~ always meant a good tall poul- 
tiy market. I see no reason why 
it should be any different this 
year.
